There is a telephone 
listing in the current phone book for Duisburg-Haroborn for Herbert Adorns, 
Kaufman (salesman) at the above address. There was no listing for Herbert 
Adams in the 1958 edition of the Duisburg telephone listings. 

3- On 29 March the salesman apparently called at all of the apart- 
ments in the building, in some cases leaving an advertisement of his 
merchandise which stated that he would return. When he called at the 
CAECTOMY-18 apartment, C-l8’ a son was the only person at home. The man 
merely left his advertising material. On the same day. however, in call- 
ing at an qther ^p^ rtij^ntpj^ ^ the building the man had a package with 
the name ( IaehtxryX written on it. He seemed to have difficulty pro- 
nouncing the name, acted a bit c onfused — a nd rtold the.-Qacup ant that he had 
a package of merchandise to deliver to lal^ixy^aumeritood that she 
1 i course the occupant could give no information-, 
on Identity. We assume that the man called at every apartment in the 
building as he had a list of ail the inhabitants with him. The occupant 
mentioned above noted the incident and spoke to CAECTOMY-18 about it on 
31 March (C-l8 is the Hausmeister in the building) because^ the man appeared 
to be so nosey. There are twenty-eight occupants listed in the oity 
directory for this address. 

4. On 30 March the man called at CAECTOMY-18* s apartment for the 
second time. This time the wife of C-l8 was at home. He had made no 
impression on C-l8*s son and was not expected. w CU8^ T( iid |J £e.

C 18 later 
establi^^dyj ffigfc ffifrri gffrfahad S one to the Cafe Lido end again inquired 
after Identity. The proprietor did not like his attitude and told him 
that since he was not on business there, but was merely trying to get in- 
formation, he had better leave.
